4 OME TIME ago I saw this thought ex- 
»] pressed: “If the outlook is not bright, 
try the uplook. Set things right.” 
There seemed to be such good meta- 
physics in the epigram that the truth of it has 
staved with me all this time. 

When the outlook is not bright, we may 
know that we have been looking out too much, . 
giving ourselves too much to external appear- 
ances. Possibly, we are discouraged and look- 
ing down, looking to things earthly, looking 
away from heaven. The solution lies in look- 
ing in, not out; in looking up, not down.

HOW TO GIVE ANOTHER A 
HEALING TREATMENT 


——4q HE PROCESS of giving another a heal- 
f_| ing treatment is very much like that 
of giving treatments to ourselves. 
When we give ourselves metaphysical 
treatments we enter into that high conscious- 
ness in which we know that disease or weak- 
ness can have no place. From this high con- 
sciousness we get the realization that in Truth, 
in the presence of God, we are perfect and 
whole. The truth of Christ sets us free from 
all belief in disease and we manifest this sav- 
ing truth in the physical. 

During the treatment we take up the ad- 
verse belief that has been causing trouble and 
neutralize it through a consciousness of Truth. 
In the case of colds, we would deny the race 
belief in colds, affirming that all stagnation 
and congestion in the body are now relieved; 
we would affirm that the purifying, renewing, 
strengthening life of Christ within us restores 
us to health and perfection. From this affirma- 
tion, which in its early stages may be more or 
less a psychological process, we emerge into a 
spiritual consciousness wherein we know the 
truth and perceive our healing taking place. 

In giving another person a mental treat- 
ment, it is well to have his coéperation if he 
is willing to coéperate and if he has some un- 
derstanding of Truth. While he seeks to prac- 
tice the stillness of the silence as best he knows 
how, the healer declares the healing Truth and 
asks the patient to join him in the realization. 
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The mystical side of the treatment is always 
of interest to the healer because when he con- 
tacts the mystical presence of the healing 
Christ he knows that the healing is done. Until 
the healer reaches this consciousness with his 
atient the treatment has not done its perfect 
work. 

The healer may go to work in some such way 
as this, varying the process, of course, accord- 
ing to situations and conditions: He may give 
the patient a denial for colds to be followed 
with a strong affirmation of this kind: “I erase 
from my mind all belief in colds. I deny that 
stagnation or congestion can have any place in 
my body. . .. My body is the temple of the 
living God and His presence fills me with His 
purifying, regenerating life and health.” 

For his own use the healer, of course, 
changes the treatment in this way: “You 
erase... youdeny... your body...” and 
so on. The healer disciplined in healing expe- 
riences soon finds that thus he rises out of the 
mental realm into the high, spiritual realm in 
which healing is accomplished. He senses the 
presence of Christ just as if He were physically 
visible and manifest. He senses the patient 
and himself wrapped in a presence of power 
and healing. He feels the presence of the 
Great Physician. 

Sometimes, during a treatment, if the healer 
is well trained and is consecrated to his work, 
he may feel a presence like glorious sunshine 
flooding the whole room. Oftentimes a healer 
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may even see the presence of Christ. Of course, 
when a treatment reaches this point, recovery 
is speedy, often instantaneous. 


Success in treatment comes through prac- 
tice and consecration. The actual technique 
could not exactly be taught or explained to one. 
After a few attempts to handle ordinary cases, 
the healer finds that he can get the realization 
of healing more easily. 

In the case of accidents, where quick work 
is necessary, the healer must not allow himself 
to become impatient. He must especially guard 
himself from fear and from the influence of ap- 
pearances. He must train himself to look 
right through conditions as they appear and 
to behold the healing Christ at work. 

In giving another a healing treatment, sev- 
eral things are necessary : 


Remember to have the patient codperate with 
you, if possible. 

Try to sense the cause of the disease and deny 
this from consciousness. The cause may not be 
just what the patient tells you it is. 

Let Spirit within you reveal just what the 
treatment should be. 

Keep your own mind free from doubt or fear 

Go into the stillness of the silence in which 
healing will come forth. 

Rest in the consciousness that Christ is right 
at hand and remain in this consciousness until the 
light breaks forth or until you have the conscious- 
ness of healing.

ran OD CREATED a perfect world in which 
424 every human being has a definite place 
ow and a definite part in the great uni- 

<3 versal plan. Can you imagine such a 
thing as the creation of a perfect world and 
that world peopled with persons without any- 
thing to do, persons without positions, persons 
without any means of serving others or of help- 
ing in the great world of affairs?

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Taking possession of one’s place in the 
world is often a matter of development. Many 
persons look at some place or position that they 
covet but do not develop the consciousness or 
take the steps necessary to attain it. One’s 
position in the great universal scheme is some- 
thing that must be attained through develop- 
ment. There are often many steps on the way, 
some of them appearing quite difficult at times. 
A person may be assured that at every step on 
the way he is, also, in a place just fitted for him. 
He can only take a higher step when he out- 
grows the present position and is fitted for the 
higher one. 

Until a person finds the place wherein he is 
to do his best work, he will be discontented: 
life will not have been interpreted to him in its 
true meaning. When he finds his right place, 
he will realize that he is truly serving God in 
a way which he had not thought possible. 

Wherever you find yourself today is the 
place that you have made for yourself and the 
one in which you can gain the biggest lesson 
at the present time. 

Just remember that the next best step for 
you is now being revealed to you. Never think 
of yourself as without a position or as looking 
vainly for work. Your rightful place cannot 
be hidden from you. 

If you develop a consciousness of Truth— 
of prosperity and success—you will find that 
each change in consciousness brings you into a 
world that is more expanding to your useful-
